TREASURER'S REPORT: Ron reported a balance of $239.16. He moved 
the organization give the Unitarian Church $30 in appreciation for 
our use of their facilities during the first six months this year, 
Joel seconded, and the vote was unanimous in favor of the motion, 
Also, it was decided to set aside the next $110 we receive on the

ALLENTOWN HUMAN RELATIONS COMMISSION: Rick mentioned several people 
who would speak in favor of the gay rights amendment to the Allen- 
town human relations ordinance at the July 20 meeying of the com- 
mission, A discussion about getting some outside endorsements for 
the measure led to a decision to send letters to various local 
religious, medical, educational, and professional leaders asking 
for written and/or vocal support, Board members will compile lists 
of people they wish to send letters to, Rick will write a draft of 
a letter to be sent to those on the lists, Bob was asked to see 
about having the letter reproduced, The guest discussed his experi- 
ences in a gay rights effort in another state,
